In this volume we have gathered together most of the major suktas from various Vedas 
which are useful and meaningful. The actual ceremonial use differs from occasion, tradition and 
community.

Nose 

— index finger. 

Ears 

— little finger. 

Chest 

— palm of the hand. 


• Wash hands again. 

• Place pavitris on both hands and then do three pranayamas. 

• Sit with the right leg above the left one and clasp the brahmanjali then recite;
